Our telegraph columns contain a

account of his fatal illness, and a sketch 
of his public life and services. He was 
a most extraordinary 'man, and while, 
perhaps, he will never be classed ninong 
the foremost statesmen of America, tbe

Lopan will 


appear npon the mout conspicuous pages 
of American history, us he had been for 
thirty years or more one of tho foremost 
actors upon tbe political stage. 
He had 


been iu public service all his life. Ho was 
a lieutenant m the Mexican war, a major- 
general and commander of tbe fifteenth 
army corps in the reDollion. 
His mili- 


tary record is ons oC heroism, and one of 
the brightest of, all the civilians who at- 
tained rant in tlio war of 
the rebel- 


lion. At the close o£ the war (General 
Logan was elected to conKress, to whiol) 
body he had seivtfd two terma previous 
*0 tbe civil conflict; ho was then sent to 
'he senate, in which body ho always took 
a most conspicuous part in public mat 
ters. 
As 
a political campaigner he 


scarcely had an equal, as the memorable 
campaign of ISSl fully illustrated. 


Though a strong partisan, Senator Lo- 


gan won the rospojt and esteem of bis 
colleagues in tho senate oC both parties, 
and his death will be sincerely lamented 
by thorn, in worldly goods he was one 
ot the poorest members oC that body. 
His life had been devoted to the public 
service, instead ot money making, and he 
preserved thiougbont his whole career a 
oharactor unstained by even the breath 
of suspicion so far as his personal honor 
and integrity were concerned. With his 


agogues cry so muoh, they will confer a 
favor upon thofo interested in the mat- 
ter of making criminals earn their own 
living.

During the lost week of the last session of 
congress, an insurance agent called upon die 
senator and solicited him to take a policy on 
liis life. 
Tlie agent snys l-.o had a long talk 


with the senator about his age and health, 
and believes lie realised that his physical 
forces were waning. Hn refused to take u 
policy because ho stated ho ivas in debt for 
the greater portion of the purchase money 
invested in his homo in Calumet place, 
whore he died 
When tho agent proposed to 


take tho senator's note for tho first premium, 
duo in a year, without security or interest,' 
the latter said: "Your proposition is gen- 
erous and I realize that I ought to hnvo n 
policy, for lama poor man, but£tho money 
would have to bo paid some time, and I do 
not feel able financially or otherwise to as- 
sume the debt,''

A SUBSTITUTE FOR HANGING. 


Proposition to Execute Criminal* by n 


Heavy Charge of Electricity. 


BUFFALO, Doc. 27.-Dr. A. P. Southwick, 


of this city, a member of the commission on 
capital punishment, appointed by the legis- 
lature lost spring to report a sub.nkutu for 
hanging convicted :mu-diwei-s, was nskod by 
a United Press reporter, Saturday, what tho 
general sentiment 
appeared to bj, 
Dr. 


Southwick replied that electricity seemed to 
bo tho most acceptable substitute for hang- 
ing. Neither the prussie acid poison nor 
tho garroto suggestions moot 
viih any 


favor. A t'atv advocate tho guillotine, but 
that is n barbarous mode of execution. The 
general sentiment in this country, as well as 
elsewhere, is that capital punishment is 
necessary. 


"The plan I favor as a substitute for hing- 


ing,11 said tho doctor, "is that of an arm- 
chair with metal arms. Tho condemned 
would be seated in tho chair, and at tho 
proper moment receive a full electric charge, 
which would pass straight through 
his 


bo.ly across tho chest, and death would be 
instantaneous.

ho was so reduced in flesh that his friends 
would hardly Inxvo recognized him. His suf- 
lorhig up to withiu a day or two was in- 
tous,;. Senator Lo^ari complained of agoa- 
izinp; rheumatic pains while ho occupied his 
seat in tho senate the flrst two or three days 
of this session. His disease, which at first 
was acute inflammatory rheumatism, was 
not considered dangerous until rheumatic; 
fevor set in. Then his pulse ran so high and 
tho fever becnmo so intense at times that ho 
sank in stupors. 


Lonp beforo noon Sunday, senators, con- 


gressmen and other politi:al associates and 
friends ot tho senator, apprised by tho morn- 
ing papers of his critical condition, began to 
arrive at Calumet place to m<U;o inquiry 
about the condition of their friend, and by 
tho hour of his death probably 000 friends 
had come and gone, only to learn that his 
case was hopeless. Senators Sherman, Voor- 
heos, and a score or uioro of congressmen 
wore among tho anxious inquirers. 


IU* ItEST AND DEATISST FRIEND. 


At a lato hour at night no arrangements 


had been perfected in regard to the funeral 
and interment The delay is owing to tho 
distressed condition of Mrs. Logan. 
Al- 


though the death was not nnexpoctod to her, 
it proved n great shock when finally it came. 
She was completely prostrated. Mrs. Logan 
had for throe weelcs boon at work in tho 
management of tho Gai'flold memorial fair, 
of whieh she hod been the leading spirit, and 
wont CO the bedside of her husband when his 
illnoss began to assume a serious form. She 
was at that timo almost worn out, and as ho 
sank «liu became grieved and alarmed, until, 
at the moment of liis death, sho completely 
collapsed. A kind of hysterics seized her, 
and for hours her condition caused her 
family great concern. Tho senator was her 
idol, and his death for tho timo seemed to 
take from hoi' evory spark of vitality sho 
possessed. 
So serious was her condition 


Sunday evening that consultation respecting 
bm iul arrangements was out of tho question. 
It was tho belief of tho immediate friends of 
the family that tho senator would bo interred 
in the family burying-ground at Carbondalo, 
Illinois, butitis\ery probabla that tho in- 
terment will take placo in this city, whieh is 
to bo the home ot Mrs. Logan. 


TRIBUTES OF SOIIRQWBV TELEGRAPH. 


KBWS of the senator's death was nt once 


telegraphed to Mr. Blaino and to disrant 
friends and relatives, and late Sunday night 
scores of dispatches of condolence had boon 
received by Mrs. Logan.

So it has always been— 
tho wisest men como to Christ, tho brainiest 
men como to tho manger.

produced ? Jonathan Edwards, tbo Christian. 
Who was tho greatest astronomer of the 
world? Herschel, tho Christian.

•writer on law? Blackstone, tho Christian 
Why is it that every college nnd university 
in tho land has a chapel? They must bavi 
si place for the wise men to worship.

It w:u this Christ 
tha; the Pilgrim Fathers appealed ton-hen 
tiio Mayllower wharfed at Plymouth Hock, 
and in tho years that went by tho graves 
digged wore more in number than the houses 
built. Oh, I tell you, we want a December 
Christ, not a Christ for fair weather, but a 
Christ for dark days clouded with sick-ness, 
nml chilling with disappointment, and siiiio- 
i-ul.ing with bereavement;, anil terrific willi 
wide- open graves! Not a Springtime Christ, 
not a Summer Christ, not an Autumn Christ, 
but a Winter Christ.

That is what they strewed His path 
with all the way from tho cattle pen in Beth- 
lehem to the nuuisoleum at Joseph's country 
seat. Myrrh. 
Yea, says tho Psalmist, "all 


thy garments smell of myrrh." That is what 
the wiso men wrapped in the swaddling 
clothes of tho babe. That is what the JCiu-ys 
twisted in tho shroud of a crucified Christ, 
The myrrh. 
Ob, the height, tho depth, the 


length, the breadth of u Saviour's sorrow-! 
Myrrh. 
Well might thu wiso men shakn out 


tho myrrh.
